PROMISING CHEMICAL CONTROL 
FOR LOOSE SMUT OF BARLEY 

In the May issue of “Seientitic 
Agriculture’ Dr, L. BE. ‘Tyner of the 
{Dominion Laboratory of Plant Pa- 
thology, Edmonton, reports practi- 
eal control of loose smut of barley 
by chemical means in the Mont 
calm variety, Heretofore the “hot 
water” treatment, requiring special 
fequipment and careful application, 
was the only effective control toi 
| this disease, 

Among several chemicals tested, 
Spergon — (tetracholor-parabenzo 
quinone) was 99.8 per cent effective 
in eliminating loose smut from the 
variety used, Without treatment 
this seed produced 24 per cent 
ismutted plants, The infected seed 
/ Was pre-soaked for 6G hours, drain 
}ed, and immersed in an 0.2 per cent 
solution of Spergon for 40 hours be 
, fore seeding, This treatment result- 
led in a 20 per cent reduction in 
lstand, a factor which ean be com 
| pensated by increasing: the rate ot 
| seeding. 

While time-consuming, and appli- 
cable to small lots of seed only, 
the Spergon treatment has merit in 
that it may be used on any tarm 
A wide margin of safety in use is 
indicated, the method is simple, and 
no temperature controls or compli- 
cated equipment are required, If it 
proves to be effective on a wide 
range of barley varieties and races 
of loose smut, the Spergon treat 
ment will be a major step forward 
in combatting his disease,

FREIGHT RATE AWARD 


In awarding the railways a 12 per cent increase 
in freight rates, the Board of Railway Commissioners | 
has largely ignored a number of factors that should! 
have been basic to any rate-making procedure. In| 
neglecting to give these any proper amount of consid-| 
eration, the board has, as in the past, brought in a 
verdict that is at once a reflection on its own capacity 
for its job and a serious gesture of discrimination 
against the prairie provinces. 

This discrimination arises from the fact that the 
increase is permissive not mandatory and the railways 
will feel free to apply it fully only in sections of Ganadg 
where there is no effective water and truck competition. | 
In the east and in British Columbia such a competition | 
exists and as a result the railway rates there are kept, 
to a competitive level. But in the prairie provinces no| 
such protection exists and rates in the prairie provinces 
have consistently been higher than the eastern rates, 
although it has been clearly shown that railway opera- | 
tions in the west are far more profitable than they are | 
in the east. 

Because of competing forms of transportation in 
the east, the increases there exist largely on paper; the 
railways levy only such increases as will not disturb 
their competitive position. But the unprotected prairies 
feel the full force of the blow. The increases are applied 
to the maximum and the discrimination against the 
west is accentuated.—Winnipeg Free Press.

TOAD FLAX 


Other English names are Butter 


and Eggs, Wild Snapdraggon and 
Flaxweed. To those who are not 


familiar with this weed, 
is a description: 

A persistent, deep rooted peren- 
nial. Stem erect, slender and wiry. 
Hairless, slightly waxy. Leaves are 
stalkless, extremely numerous, fair- 
ly long and slender, Flowers are 
nearly an inch long, showy pale 
yellow with orange lips, borne in 
erect dense racemes. The flowers 
will open by applying gentle pres. 
sure to the sides. The seed is about 
1/12 of an inch in diameter, black 
or dark brown, flat, round or oval. 
Seeds ripe by August, 

Toad flax is very vigorous and 
persistent. It can establish itself in 
native or tame sod and will crowd 
out grasses, Small patches should 
be erradicated immediately. 

Cultural Practices: — This weed 
can be reduced considerably by a 
thorough summerfallowing. Erradi- 
cation may require summerfallow- 
ing for two successive years, Culti- 
vation should start the fall preced. 
ing summerfallow year. Deep till- 
ing or plowing just prior to freeze- 
up Will weaken the stand. The next 
year cultivate every 8 to 10 days 
starting about June 1st. Do not use 
machinery that will drag and seat- 
ter roots. 

Chemical Control; Small patches 
of Toad Flax can be erradicated 
with Sodium Chlorate. This chemi. 
cal should be applied to the infest-

BEAVER — ALBERTA’S NEW 
PROFITABLE CROP 


Farmers in Alberta stand to lose 
as much as $184,000 this year, 
through improper prepared beaver | 
pelts. 

The trapping of beaver by farm. | 
ers has been steadily gaining popu- 
larity in the Province, and many 
areas of water on farms are being 
utilized. Beaver do not have to be 
fed or sheltered, yet can produce a 
profitable annual fur crop. But un. 
less pelts are properly skinned, 
fleshed, stretched and dried, farm. 
ers may lose up to 60 per cent of 
the value when offering them for 
sale. 

A Grade One blanket pelt can 
bring as much as $35 if properly 
pelted, but may sell as low as $8 or 
$10 if improperly handled, 

The 1950 annual report by the 
Department of Lands and Forests 
shows that 472 permits were issued 
to farmers, and that 2,073 beaver 
were taken. This year 948 permits 
were issued for a possible catch of 
18,450 beaver. If this year’s catch 
is pelted as improperly as those in 
1950, farmers may lose about $10 
a pelt, or more than $184,000 in this 
season alone. 

For that reason, more information 
about the beaver and proper skinn- 
ing methods should be studied by | 
every farmer-trapper. 

There is only a limited time each 
year when beaver can be steel] trap- 
ped or shot in order to obtain prime 
pelts. The usual period is from Ap- 
ril Ist until May 15th. 

Live trapping for transferring 
beaver is sometimes carried on in} 
spring, before the cubs arrive, but

River, Ribstone River, tributaries of 
the Battle River, Cas stor Creek, in 
the Cypress Hills area, on the El- 
bow River near Calgary, on the 
North Saskatchewan River near 
Edmonton, and even in the so-call- 
ed drought areas east of Hanna.

This program, used for the second 
time this spring, allows the farmer 
to take a crop of beaver annually 
just as he would with other farm 
animals and crops,
